Banbary Tarts. 


Banbury tarts are in s6me parts of 
the country considered an almost in- 
dispensable picnic dainty, though but 


a mouthful in size. As made, they 
are a highly. concentrated. mouthful 
in the calorie sense, There are many 
easily made and wholesome substitutes 
for them, without the pastry covering. 

To mako them a piece of pastry is 
rolled out, cut in a small disk the size 
of a biscuit or cookie, a littl moundg 
of filling—one teaspoon or two-—-put 
one side the center line, the edges of 
the round are brushed with white of 
egg or water, then half folded over and 
pressed on to the other half. A. pastry 
wheel may be run around the hajf 
circle to insure the closing. Sometimes

or egg before they are baked. 

Fillings for the: Banbury tart vary 
greatly. Mise Farmer’ 6 calls for a cup 
of raisins, one cup of sugar, one egg, 
one’ cracker, juice and grated rind of 
one lemon. With sucha filling the 
tarts must be. baked with a medium 
fire or the sugar will cook and burn. 
A recipe’in my files calls for no sugar 
at all, but it does not call for the sour 
lemon, It does call for something we 
do not have in these prohibition days, 
for which we,.may substitute a sirup. 
To my mind candied orange peel pow- 
dered is infinitely superior to the grat- 
ed orange peel called for in it. It reads: 

One cup raising, one cup currants, 
two tablespoons sherry wine, three 
crackers, one egg, the grated rind and 
juice of an orange—enough for six- 
teen tarts.
